ORDERS WORK STOPPED. 

The feature of the oll trouble in- 
volved in the circular order issued 
in Mexico City last Saturday is said 
to date back to January, 1915, when 
Carranza was First Chief and was 
beset with enemies on every side. At 
that time he decreed that all devel- 
opment work should stop immedil- 
ately and that no new work should 
be undertaken without permission. 

Representatives of the British, 
French and American oi] companies 
protested against this order, but 
were assured by govern- 
ment officials and the diplomatic 
representative of the United States 
in Vera Cruz that the sole purpose 
of this decree was to exercise the 
proper police power of the State and 
to prevent unsafe drilling and build- 

pon this assurance the oil men 
of the three countries agreed to seek 
permission for development work, 
although, it was pointed out here to- 
day, they had by this action bound 
themselves to ask for licenses or 
permits to do what they had a per- 
fect right to do without permits be- 
cause of their property rights. 

In 1917, when the new constitu- 
tion was put into effect, the Mexican 
government began to refuse pstmits 
for such work, according to authori- 
tative information. An American 
company was refused a permit for 
such work in December, 1917. on the 
ground that it was a foreign corpora- 
tion and as such had no right to re- 
ceive a concession to develop oil. 
This was the first open attempt by 
the Mexican government to estab- 
lish the government ownership of all 
mineral deposits as defined in the 
new constitution. On the company’s 
protest that this ruling abridged its 
legal rights, the Mexican govern- 
ment granted a provisional permit 
to complete the operations in ques- 
tion. 

Subsequent decrees were an- 
nounced. Each intended to put into 
effect Article 22 of the Mexican con- 
stitution, which the governments of 
Great Britkin, France and the United 
States have declared ‘‘confiscatory.”

SACRAMENTO, March 25.—The 
first recommendation of the Efficien- 
cy and Economy Commission to 
come before the Senate for action 
was rejected today when that House 
defeated, 22 to 12, a bill which would 
have placed hospital attendants in- 
stead of Sheriffs in charge of the 
transportation of insane pationts to 
State institutions, W. J. Carr, au- 
thor of the bill, read the commis- 
sion’s report saying the change 
would effect a saving of $25,000 a 
year to the State. It was charged 
that the Sheriffs opposed the m - 
ure because they would be depetvs ed 
of their $5 per diem for, the handling 
of insane patients. 

Opponents of the ‘measure claimed 
no substantial evidence had been 
submitted to show that the estimat- 
ed savings would be-made, and as- 
serted that the element of the “hu- 
man touch” would be removed, their 
point being that in many counties 
relatives of the afflicted had on oc- 
casions expressed the wish that the 
Sheriff or some deputy with whom 
they might be ‘acquainted have 
charge of transporting the patient 
to the hospital. This, it was con: 

ded, resulted in the relatives be- 

g assured that the patient would 
~y properly cared for and would not 
be placed in strange hands. 

Carr remarked that the bill had 
been before the Legislature at the 
four preceding eessions and _ the 
measure was referred to in debate 
as an “old friend.”

Dally casualty liste will continue 
to -be issued, however, . indefinitely, 
because as long as the expeditionary 
forces remaining in Europe there 
will be deaths from disease. The 
next of kin will continue to receive 
the same official notifications from 
the War Department.

won. In fact, Hungary did gain, for a time, 
after the Huns overran Rumania and ‘rec- 
of the Rumanian frontier” was 

insisted upon by the temporary conquerors. 
Hungary has sadly fallen from her grand 
estate. Time was when some of freedom’'s 
greatest representatives lived, fought and 


died there. Then came the day when the 


Magyars lent their power to an attempt to 
make the Prussian Kaiser's mad dream of 
world empire a reality. They forgot free- 
dom; they thought only of the spoils, and 
now they must take their punishment. 
There is one hopeful side to this Hunga- 
rian trouble, and Chairman Hitchcock of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
has pointed it out. it may, as he says, do 
more than anything else to insure the final 
adoption of the League of Nations plan. 
Let’s hope that this will penetrate the 
brains of those Senators who are opposing 
the great alliance upon which so much de- 


pends. . 


SOUTH AT SACRAMENTO. 

There appear to be more cloudy days 
than sunny for the members of the Los 
Angeles delegation in the State Legislature. 
Nevertheless the members are making a 
vigilant and courageous fight to right 
wrongs committed by former wachine- 
driven Legislatures and to give to Califor- 
nia an efficient and economic State govern- 
ment. 

Organization is apparent in their «ction. 
Twelve of the fifteen members in the As- 
sembly were elected on a platform pledged 
to retrenchment in State expenditures ond 
the enactment of a just and equitable pri- 
mary law. Both these are genuinely reform 
measures. In seeking to«secure their ex- 
pression in the form of State laws the dele 
gation has encountered the intrenched op- 
Position of the State machine. Patronage 
continues’ to be a powerful argument in 
Sacramento for winning votes. The evil is 
not nearly so great as under the old John- 
sonian regimes, when nearly half the mem- 
bers of the Legislature were holding other 


salaried State jobs; but while members 
may no longer hold those Jobs, there is no 
legal riction against giving political 


plums to relatives and friends of subservi- 
ent legislators. 

Their fight against the outrageously-un- 
just primary bill has not succeeded in win- 
ning the desired relief; but it has called 
public attention to the iniquity of permit- 
ting a candidate of one party to don the 
livery of another party and secure primary 
nominations through trickery and stealth. 


The opposition against the making of party 
} platforms by the candidates in place of by 


the membership of a party at large has also 
brought public attention to the chicanery 
of such a provision. In order to hold its 
mercenaries together the ministration 
whips were forced twice to enforce gag rule 
to check debate. The arguments of the 
A San 
Francisco Assemblyman expressed the at- 
titude of the administration when he sald: 
“We have forty-five votes pledged to sup- 
port the Breed bill They cannot be 
changed by conversation. If you have no 
other inducements to offer, what is the use 
of further debate?” - 

It devolved upon the Southern California 
delegation to make the fight in the Assem- 


bly for independent industry against the 


encroaching lawg proposed by the labor 
unions, They have handled that campatgn 


well. Assemblyman White opened the at- 


tack by a bill concerning hours and wages 
of laundry workers. This placed the union 
laborites on the defensive and they have 
been kept so busy opposing that bill that 


‘they have not had time to get any of their 


own pet measures out on the floor of the 
House. 

Fighting the union-labor lobby is an end- 
less task for honest legislators. The union- 
laborites have nineteen pledged votes in 
the Assembly that they can deliver In a 
block, ang they do not hesitate to use them 
for tradiig purposes. They made a com- 
bination with the administration on the dl- 
rect primary act and they are offering other 
trades to get votes for their bills, knowing 
that the bills have no chance of passage 
on their merits. Members of the Los An- 
geles delegation have been forced to bear 
the brunt of the laborite attack, which {!s 
aimed at every bill a member from South- 
ern California introduces—all but three. 
There are three Assemblymen in Southern 
California whose every vote on an impor. 
tant measure is dictated by a lobby com- 
posed of walking delegates. These three 
will get more bills through the Assembly 
bearing their names than, perhaps, all thd 
fest of the southern members. But the 


“dllfs themselves will be of petty impor-. 


tance, of mo constructive value either to 
their districts or to the State. 

The work of the delegation has been ham- 
pereqd by’ the hostility of Speaker Wricht 
of the Assembly, himself a Los Angeles 
county Assembiyman. Wright is a rem- 
nant of the former regime. He won the 
place as Speaker by trading to the north 
the chairmanship of all valuable commit 
tees in return for their votes. Wright has 
one virtue, however, which makes amends 
for many of hig political sins. He permit- 
ted the labor lobby to dictate the member 


ship of the Committee on Capital and La-— 


bor; but he will not permit them to control 
his personal vote on labor legislation. 

The members of the Los Angeles delega- 
tion will pass many other strenuous days 
and nights before the session ends. They 
are already engaged in a struggle with the 
State commissions over the question of re- 
trenchment. They may lose in the Legts- 


pealed from the-administration to the tax- 
payers themselves after the session closes. 


SOWER OF EVIL.

1919 was the most critical period in the 
world’s history. President Wilson foresaw 
this and he is in Paris fighting battles as 
important as the one at Chateau Thierry. 
He has looked into the minds and the souls 


of the American people and they are with | 


him in his efforts to save the peace and the 
order of the world. The nations can and 
will solve their problems and stamp out 
war, but what shall be done with buzzards 
like Hearst? 
And Hearst is not even honest ‘tn 
anti-Americanism! Big Bfll Haywood, revil- 
ing the United States in his dungeon cell, 
is far more admirable than Hearst, with his 
slogan, “America first!” followed by columns

ness, particularly in our large cities, ig al- 
most extinct. It is true enough that our 
hurrying, strenuous existence absorbs us 
to such an extent that we may not know 
the people next door or in the adjoining 
apartment or room. People may and do 
live in close proximity, pass one another 
day after day for years without acquaint- 
ance or even recognition. Yet, let trouble 
or joy come—the new baby, the wedding 
bells, a death or a returning soldier boy— 
and suddenly they are akin. The helpful 
hand, the friendly smile, the comforting 
word come promptly and spontaneously. 

Modern life and changing habits may 
cover up the neighborly spirit: but as a 
nation we are still “under the skin” just 
neighbors, with a real kindliness of feeling 
and unselfish helpfulness to be called out 
in time of need. Only it's a pity that these 
same qualities are so often saved for the 
catastrophe or the event, when it’s the ‘id- 
den loneliness of heart and the untold trou 
ble that might be lightened or lifted by a 
neighborly interest. 

A new sense of the meaning and of the 
need of friendly co-operation is growing, 
however, in the aroused responsibility tor 
our fellow-beings brought about by the war. 
We are not only neighboring among our 
selves, with the people of our street, our 
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an ait plane.

I again reiterate these in- 
etructions to stamp out gam- 
bling and other vice at all haz- 
ards; that there is not and will 
not be any compromise between 
this department and vice in any 
form, and you are further in- 
structed to arrest and prosecute 
any person found posing or rep- 
resenting himself as an agent of 
this or any other city depart- 
ment, or in any way represent- 
ing that he is authorized to col- 
lect funds from violators of the 
law on any pretext whatever. 

There will be no let-up on the 
gamblers and their kind.
